school matters. Dr. Isidro is secretary and associate professor of the ’allege of Education, 
University of the Philippines. 

Both of these books are well written, full/ documented, and up so date. '*j v various char¬ 
ters of nr. Isidro’s book were reviewed by specialists before being printed. Atdana's 
book was prepared in mimeographed form for testing in his classes in the yationa 1 Teacher's 
College before it was finally published. 

Both books try to show how the present educational system of the Philippines, node lied on 
that of the United States, has developed in response to the needs and cowlItlone the 

country ; how it served to prepare the Tillplno people for self-government; and how it has 
served to transmit the culture of the people, which to?, been acquired frrrn a variety of 
sources oriental and Occidental.

The growth 
of evening schools leading to the establishment of the polytechnic Institutes Is sketched, 
as Is the development of the day continuation schools from the early compulsory half-day 
attendance of textile working children in the 1040 's; also the rise of university extension 
and the co -operation of trade unions, co-operative societies, and university extension author¬ 
ities In the foundation of the Workers' Educational Association. The account Is brought down 
to the Education Act of 1944, which made It Incumbent upon local education authorities to 
provide facilities for part-time education and for county colleges. By 1948-49 there were 
more than a million and a quarter students in part-time education, o f whom 300,000 were at¬ 
tending evening classes, receiving vocational, as well as general and recreational Instruc¬ 
tion. The whole movement is typical of the English method, whereby the pioneering Is done by 
voluntary bodies and associations, and the government steps in later t n generalize what is 
already an accepted Idea- A brief bibliography is appended, pp. 08-G9.

Office of Educ¬ 
ation with the co-operation of the Carnegie Corporation of Hew York, has three major object¬ 
ives: (1) to develop Instructional materials suitable for use In literacy programme for 
adults; (2) to prepare qualified teachers of adults; and (3) to stimulate a nation-wide at¬ 
tack on Illiteracy In the United States.

Griffin, 1949. 27 PP. quarto $ 0 . 26 . 

Rhe text describes the dally work of the parents, the help given by the children, and 
family life at home. Illustrations are still large but there is more consecutive text than 
In Reader 1. Fresh sentence patterns are Introduced, along with simple and continuous past 
tense. 

Rdader 3: The Brauns at School by E.L. Bright and E.C. Mitchell, revised by Ella Washington 
Griffin. 1949 . 23 pp. quarto. $ 0.25. • 

Describes the children at school and the parents' Interest, including a visit by the 
mother to the .school, in the evening the parents themselves attend some adult education 
classes. Language control and Illustrations develop consecutively from the previous book. 
Reader H: The Brauns.and their neighbors by E.L. Bright and E.C, Mitchell, revised by Ella

The decision to produce a new syllabus for African primary schools In Kenya revived the 
vexed question of what languages should be taught and at what point In the six-year course 
each should be Introduced. Tne position, broadly, is tnat among an African population of 
about 5,000,000 there are over 30 lang uages, some of which are much akin but at least 8 
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quite different. Only two can claim to be the home language of over a million people. The 
lingua franca of the country is at present Swahili, one home language of a relatively small 
group. After presenting the arguments for and against the vernacular, Swahili and English, 
the comprenenslve view taken by the sub-committee appointed by the Advisory Council of Af¬ 
rican Education to consider tne teaching or languages In schools is presented. This commit¬ 
tee held that the language of the school should be the language of tne nome, that English 
both can and should replace Swahili as the lingua fr&n ca, and that tne time given to Swa¬ 
hili should be reduced g radually as local conditions make such replacement appropriate. 

The new syllabus, embodying tnese views is now In effect. Tne author who la Education Offic¬ 
er, Kenya concludes that "by opening the way Tor English to become the common tongue of tne 
schools it may prove to be one of the most Important milestones in Kenya's educational de¬ 
velopment."

In 1948 the Director of Education determined to make a survey or African Primary schools., 
throughout Nyasaland in order to obtain Information on wnlcn to base a detailed five-y ear 
Plan or educational development. The survey was to be made through tne existing school com¬ 
mittees, or which the district commissioner is Chairman ana on which are represented tne 
various missl uons controlling schools, the native authorities, educated African opinion and 
the Government medical , agricultural and educational departments. The survey conducted in 
the Zomba district rrom l April - 28 June, 1949, shows tnat in this area all African schools 
except two were managed by missions . Of the approximately fll.829 Children of school age, 
7,0d2 were enrolled In assisted schools and 8,7091n.ll5 unassisted schools, Unassisted 
schools with two exceptions offered substandard classes only. The great bulk of nil nils 
were in substandard classes, whlcn most children took rrom four to rive years to complete, 
although a two-year course Is suggested. Only 12,3 per cent nad reacned tne standards,Rea¬ 
sons for this alow progress appeared to be overcrowding and unsatisfactory attendance at 
tne substandard level. A demand for adult education was round chiefly in the township of 
Zomba among those persona who had already received some primary education. The author Is 
Education Officer, Nyasaland.

Five agri¬ 
cultural service divisions have been formed, each served by an agronomist. 164,267 meters 
of road havee been built; furniture making and leather work have been stimulated as rural 
industries. Nine kindergartens have been started., 16 Primary schools built and a new se¬ 
condary school opened. Major difficulties include effective co-ordination between the se¬ 
veral Government Departments and agencies at work, the shortage of trained personnel,mack 
of urgent scnool facilities, and the enlistment of active public interest in and support 
or the Project.

Women teachers should te 
recruited as far as possible, and the Inspectorate greatly strengthened, Secondary educat¬ 
ion should be reoriented so as to be complete In ltselr and to qualify pupils for suitable 
employment, while enabling promising students to proceed to the University or to higher pro¬ 
fessional studies. Courses would last 6 years (11-17 age group). School should be of two 
types, Senior Basic (class VI-VIII) and Hlgn School (IX-XI) the latter to Include both uni¬ 
lateral (Academic or Technical) and multilateral schools. The establishment of Technical 
'High Schools, offering commercial and agricultural courses, is stressed. A common core of 
subjects should be provided, wltn a view to ensuring a liberal education and facilitating 
transfers from one type of school to another.

The Michigan School Service Program is a demonstration and research project, sponsored by 
the Dept, of Public Instruction and financed by the W.K.Kellogg Foundation, which was begun 
in 1945 to test the assumption that the local public school system, working in co-operation 
with other agencies, can serve as the focal point in a programme of community improvement. 
Eight small communities are now participating, ther largest of which has a population of 
5 , 000 . Organization varies in the different communities but there is a general pattern 
which includes the local selection of citizens' study committes in the areas of health, 
education, religion, home and family living, recreation, trade and industry, and fann mana¬ 
gement. Typically these committees'conduct Intensive community surveys which are then used 
as guides for action. The Department of Public Instruction provides consultant and technic¬ 
al services, relates cormunlty needs to the work of various state agencies and assists in 
the training of local leaders through adult classes, workshops, forums and study trips to 
visit successful community improvement programmes. Achievements to date include extensive 
revision of school curricula, establishment of public libraries, adult extension classes, 
Improved public health services, etc. In addition to the annual reports of the Dept, of

The Committee recommends that the programme of com¬ 
pulsory Basic Education be limited to 5 years (8 years was aimed at in the 1944 Report) 
with top priority given to Its extension to all children 6-11 with a period of 10 years. 
•If financial conditions compel, the programme may be extended over a larger period but In 
no circumstances should It be given up."

At the request of the Government, Uhesco in 1949 sent a four-man educational mission to the 
Philippines. Working In close contact with a group of Philippine educators, the miss ion 
spent almost four months in studying several Phases of the Country's educational system.This 
report contains the recommendations made to the Government, with a brief background on each 
problem to show the mission's reasons for Its conclusions. 

In the first field, primary, secondary and adult education, the main proposals are : closer 
connexion between the curriculum and community needs; restoration of the full-day session In 
primary grades; increase in the number of schools; national planning for adult and fundament¬ 
al education. 

In the second field, teacher education, the mission advises vigorous action to increase the 
supply of teachers (there is a shortage of some 16,500) by setting up emergency schemes and 
improving existing normal college facilities. 

To meet the demands of such expansion certain administrative and financial steps are advis¬ 
ed (third and fourth field of enquiry by the mission): a policy of decentralization to pro¬ 
vincial level, both for administering the school system, and for raising revenue. A formula 
is suggested for State support to local authorities.

of the school premises that should be utilized to give the learners first-hand experience 
and appreciation of the need to feel and behave democratically towards their classmates.

These booklets were prepared by the Adult Education Officer after an experimental literacy 
project In 1047 had indicated the unsuitability of existing texts. The aim Is to teach 
reading and writing to adult illiterates who speak Hhgllsh. The author uses a combination of 
sentence and whole-word methods from the outset; each lesson comprises an illustration, a 
text with new words In bold type, and a set of drills, based upon recognition tests which may 
be exploited considerably by a skilful teacher. Frequent review lessons are provided. The 
Reader contains thirty lessons, with a total vocabulary of S21 word3*, the verb is used cnly 
in simple present and future form, so that continuous and past Inflections are avoided. The 
subjects are derived mainly from home and family life. 

The author stresses the need for teaching reading and writing simultaneously. The Handwrit¬ 
ing Course is an exercise book devoted partly to traditional copy-book work: and partly to 
tractlcal statements - writting letters, etc. 

* The Instructor's Manual gives hints on the use of the pupils' book, and Is designed especial¬ 

ly for the voluntary or untralnqd teacher.

A combined textbook and teaching aid, this booklet Is intended for the adult who tries to 
learn reading, writing, and a foreign language - English - all at the same time.The author's 
works on English teaching In schools are now well known; this new book embodies many of the 
usual principles - the sentence method, vocabulary selection, language drills, key Illustrat¬ 
ions - but adapts them to the adult situation. 

A page of gilding notes Is provided for the "Instructor", any person literate in aigllshWho 
intends to teach others. Each lesson then combines writing practice (with simple script), 
English vocabulary in sentence patterns, and speech drills. By the final, twenty-fourth lessen, 
the student Is given a consecutive passage for reading and a simple letter for writing.

The 3.A. institute of Race Relations has conducted numerous experiments In literacy educat¬ 
ion, using draft texts that have been cheaply produced. This booklet Is the Zulu primer; It 
contains 35 graded lessons, starting with large type (special typewriter keys) and progress¬ 
ing to normal size. Numerous illustrations head the separate lessons and provide keys to the 
language drills. The teaching method is global; the first lesson Is a connected passage read 
to the pupil; certain words are isolated in lesson 2, based on the five vowels and the' let¬ 
ter "n", and these words are at once used In whole sentences. 

Similar texts have been prepared by the Institute for other 3. African vernaculars.In their 
present draft from they will interest anyone working on literacy primers.

Field workers, research students and others engaged or Interested 
In fundamental education are Invited to send In to the Clearing House doc¬ 
uments, textbooks and other technical materials in the field of fundamental 
education for possible Inclusion in the Abstracts. Critical comments and 
suggestions will also be most welcome as a means of Improving our service. 

As this Issue concludes Volume 2, a cumulative author and subject 
Index has been added to cover the issues since January 1960. Librarians and 
others concerned with the recording and ordering of books may find this use¬ 
ful . 


It has been decided not to issue a cumulative publication of the 
abstracts themselves. All the abstracts dealing with literacy have however 
been reprinted by offset in a different format (Occasional Papers R‘ 5). At 
the end of 1960 a similar volume will bring together items on Health teaching, 
the next year on agriculture, and so on tor a five-year cycle. These docu¬ 
ments will provide current ahd usable bibliographies for specialists, and 
should have a more than ephemeral Interest.

The first two chapters of this 
book describe their Initial difficulties and how throutfi the use of games, picture-books and 
magazines, films and other means they were able to win the confidence of the boys and to 
carry out a four year study. A penetrating analysis follows of the mentality and character 
traits, good and bad, of the Cairo street boy, and a description of how, after certain prin¬ 
ciples ware discussed and agreed upon, a boys' club was opened m a poor quarter notorious 
for Its rowd/ism . 

Gradually the club was organized into ten groups, each with Its own boy officers democrati¬ 
cally elected. Its activities are described and a number of anecdotes Illustrate the work¬ 
ing of the principles. A separate chapter gives similar examples taken from another Insti¬ 
tution for delinquent boys which Is run on the same principles under the educational gui¬ 
dance of the author. The final chapter suggests the outlines of a comprehensive plan of 
boys' work In Egypt.
